A, We are very Glad to find, thar the Sermon, 
which you hear’d, had fo extraordinary an Influence 
upon you, as to excite within you a juft.Abhor- 
rence of fo Profligatre a Courfe. And you oughr 
to Efteem it an Unmerired Act of Providence, thar

Preffion, Is my Duty Not? viz. to do fo or fo, is 
fometimes us'd for, is not, or, is it mot my Duty, 
&c. Bur fince fuch a Scituation of the Negative 
is not {o often, this may be the reafon, why it 
founds not fo Proper to the Ears of the Perfon {pe- 
cified. And if he never obferv'd it before, no won- 
der, that it foundsHarfh and Uncouth. 

It is to no purpofe in this particular Cafe (tho’ 
in fome Cafes it may be an Ufeful Method ) to 
turn the Sentences into Latin, to try the Sound of 
them in another Language, becaufe all Languages 
have Ideoms and Proprieties Peculiar to themfelves. 
And therefore there are fome Phrafes in Englifh, 
which are perfeét Anglicifms, and cannot be Lite- 
rally and Verbatim Tranflated into any other Lan- 
guage, and fo alfo there are many Hebraifms, Gre- 
cifms, and Latinifms. And the fame may be faid 
of all other Languages, whether Ancient or Mo. 
dern. And therefore from the Premifes it is evi- 
dent, that, tho’ the Latins may never ufe {uch a 
particular Site of the Negative, yet the Englifb 
may. 

it the Negative be fuppos'd refer'd ( as there is 
no Neceffity, that it fhou’d, fince we have prov’d 
itr Ambiguous ) to the Preceeding word, yet even 
upon that fuppofal the Ambiguity cannor fall upen 
the Identity of the word Perfon, becaufe upon that 
fuppofal there is no Ambiguity at all. For Ambi- 
guity is a Doubrfulnefs , to which the Negative 
fhou’d be refer'd. Whereas the Gentleman is of Opi 
nion, that there isno Doubrfulnefs inthe Cafe, fince 
he thinks, that it cannot be Indifferently refer'd to 
either the Preceeding or Succeeding word but ( in 
His Judgment) is naturally Referible to the For- 
mer. All therefore, that can be faid, is, that the 
Perfon or Neighbour is Differently Affected in each 
Propofition. 1 

But fince (as we have fhew'd ) there is a Pal- 
pable Ambiguity inthe Negative, the only way to 
know, to which it belongs, is to find out, whether 
the Propofitions were ferioufly or fophiftically De- 
liverd. If the Former, then you may Conclude, 
that the Negative Affects the Verb Love, fince 

ou cannot fuppofe, thar a ferious Perfon wou'd 
Srseaic the fame Propofition under the Appearance 
of two, And therefore his Meaning may be thus 
expre{s'd, Is s¢ my Duty to Love, or not to Love my 
Neighbour, Bur if they were Deliver’d by a So- 
phift, thenit is the more Probably, that he intend- 
ed the Negative to belong to the {ubftantive Dury, 
and thus exprefs'd it with defign to Deceive others 
by an Equivocal Expreffion. 

Q. 1. To the Britifh Apollo, Your Solution of the 
Queftion I fent you fome time ago is far from being 
Satisfaory. For, whereas you pretend to account for 
that odd Phaenomen by the ingre{s of the Air under the 
Margin of the Glafs, I do affure you, that if the Ba- 
fon, under which the pieces of Leaf-Bra/s are included, 
be joyn'd to the Board whereon it is placed with the 
firongeft Cement, the Tube will be able to alt on the 
pieces of Brafs at the fame rate. 

_ 4. Pray what is the reafon, that if a very thin 
Gla/s-Bubble Hermetically feal'd, be conveniently fix'd 
with Pitch, or any other flicking Matter, to the Fund 
of a Veffel of three Feet in Height, and one or more 
Feet in Diameter, and a fufficient quantity of Water 
to fill the Veffel be very gently put im upon st, yer it 
will not be damnify'd by the weight of Water preffing 
upon it, tho’ 4 quarter of the wesght of fuch a Column 
of Water in another pofture would fqueexe it to pieces. 

A. 1. The Circumftance of the Bafon being ce- 
mented to the Table does, we own, fomewhat al- 
ter the Cafe, but not fo much asto render our for- 
mer Solution quite unfatisfactory. For tho’ the Ce- 
ment ufed to jeyn the Bafon to the Board, may 


hinder the ingrefs of fuch grofs Air as that of ou¢

does confift of, or elfe we may fuppofe thar the 
Board is, for there is nothing more certain than 
that no body at reft, can put it (elf into motion,bar 
muft be fo by another. Since then the pieces of 
Bra{s which are at reft upon the Board move to the 
top of the Bafon, they muft needs be carried thither 
by fome other Particles of Matter that are in Moti. 
on. Nay, if the Experiment had been made with 
a Glafs hermetically fealed, inftead of a Bafon Ce. 
mented tothe Board, and the {ame thing had ha 
pened, we muft needs have concluded thar the 
Gla{s did admit of fome fuch Particles of Matrer 
for elfe the pieces of Leaf-Bra{s would never ftir’ 
fe 2. The G'afs-Bubble does not break when it 
is fo fixed, that the Water preffeth upon it equally 
on all Sides, but in another Pofture it is {queez’d to 
pieces by reafon of the inequality of that preffure 
when the Warer bears heavier upon fome part of it 
than on the reft, 

Q. Gentlemen, Pray tell me what Courfe a Man 
Shall take with a fropifb, froward, ill-nazur'd, ill-cone 
dition’d, Perverfe Wife, befides, Patience and For. 
bearance, which you know is a dry Remedy, and which 
many are but more Imperious on that account, for She 
is one, whom no good Office will oblige. I fay, what 
legal Courfe ( for to beat a Wiman is beneath a Man 
of Honor) For I know of no Provifion, made by Law 
for a Man in fueh a Cafe.

A. We pity your Cafe, as one of the unhap. 
pieft Ill-fortune can Afflidt a Man with, and the 
rather becaufe rarely capable of a Remedy : For 
there is that Difingenuity implanted in the Natures 
of fome of both Sexes, as renders them infenfible of 
all Curtefies and Obligations, and as difficult to be 
improved as to wafh a Blackmoor White. Nor 
can we accufe our Laws of Deficiency, becaule 
they provide not a Redrefs, fince you take them 
for Better for Worfe.~ And by your own Choicé, 
accept of one with the other. And as, fhou'd She 
prove berter than your Expectation and have Eftates 
fallen to her, you would expect to partake thereof, 
fo it is but juft you howd riique the contrary For- 
tune.

Motion from it, as appears by the ftraitnels of the 
Strings. And hence it wou'd follow, that all Bodies 
wot'd fiy from the Earth, which is daily whirling 
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and it's own Axis, were it not, that their Centri- 
. ous Motion is an Over-ballance to their Centri- 
P gous Motion. But from the Centriperous Moti- 
on it undeniably follows, that all Bodies are now 
Lighter than they woud be, if the Earth were to 
fand ftill, fince their Centripetous Motion pro- 
ortionably detracts from their Centrifugous Mo- 
tion, which is their Principle of Gravitation.

g Batallions and a Regiment of Dragoons, are arriv’d 
at Barcelona, thar Admiral alfo brought into Barcelo. 
na feveral French Barks laden with Corn, which hath 
lower’d the price of Bread there. Madrid, Dec.4. The 
Duke of Anjou is fo incens’d at his Grandfather’s with. 
drawing his Troops from Spain, that he refolves to 
fuffer no French Merchant to trade to the Spanith Weft- 
Indies, nor to allow any French Confults longer to re- 
fide in any of the Ports of his Kingdom. Recruits go 
on very flowly notwithftanding all che Encouragements 
iven. The Troops on the Frontiers of Catalonia are 
{o ill paid, that many Officers and private Soldiers con- 
tinually defert. Frankfort, Dec.20.N.S. They tell us 
they have Letters from Berlin, importing that the King 
of Sweden is dead, and that the States of that Kingdom 
propofe to ele&t Prince Charles of Denmark King of 
Sweden, on condition he marries the King of Sweden’s 
Sifter, but we cannot rely on this account without Con. 
firmation. Letters from Paris, Dec. 21, inform us, 
that the Minifters endeavour to perfuade the People 
( who are much dejected om the Sieur Pettecum’s re- 
turn, without effecting his Defigns ) that the King is fo 
fincerely enclin’d to Peace, that fuch Meafures will be 
taken as will doubrlefs compafs what they fo impati. 
ently with for. Hague, Dec. 25. Many are of Opini- 
on here, that France will yet offer acceptable Terms for 
a Peace, notwithftanding which, the moft vigorous Ef- 
forts are concerted, for carrying on the War to oblige 
them co it, e’¢r another Campaign is paft, Great Pri- 
tain and the States relolving to augment their Troops 
with 14 or 15000 Men. ; a 
London, Dec. 21. On Sunday Sir Benjamin Green, 
Kt. and Alderman of this City, departed this Life.
